ORIENTAL  POPPIES 


Oriental  Poppies  are  gorgeous  and  barbaric  flowers, 
and  should  be  more  widely  planted.  The  flowers  are  very 
large,  many  over  six  inches,  and  range  in  color  from  nearly 
pure  white  to  dark  maroon,  they  are  perfectly  hardy,  need 
but  little  care,  and  rarely  suffer  from  disease,  or  pests.  The 
plants  become  dormant  in  Summer,  and  die  to  the  ground,  so 
their  location  should  be  marked  to  avoid  injuring  the  crown. 
This  is  the  best  time  to  plant  them,  as  they  are  sure  to  make 
a  good  Fall  growth,  and  bloom  the  following  Spring,  if  not 
hurt  or  disturbed.  They  will  make  a  large  clump  and  last 
many  years.  They  also  may  be  planted  in  the  Spring  with 
good  results.
